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The  Township  Year. 

The  clone  of  another  year  finds  the 
T"vrn»*Lij|»  in  good  coalition  both  m 
to  finauces  and  public  works.  Its 
County  tax  ha*  been  paid ;  a  small 
note  outstanding  for  some  years  has 
been  reduced  in  amount,  and  rta 
streets,  sidewalks,  crosswalks  and  pub¬ 
lic  grownls  give  evslence  of  unusual 
care  and  progresa.  It  u»  important  to 
consider  w  hat  has  been  «lone,  and  also 
what  remains  to'  do,  f <»r  the  remainder 
is  alwavs  likely  to  be  the  heavier  end 
of  the  l*>ad.  Of  new  roads  about  3,- 
600  feet  has  been  laid,  giving  to 
Br<i«d  street  an  extends IjJUne  of  hard 
pavement,  ami  also  in  Watsessiug  con¬ 
tributing  t*»  the  comfort  and  satisfac¬ 
tion  of  residents  upon  the  line  of 
Oraug»*  street  These  hard  roak  have 
given  great  satisfaction  to  all  who  have 
used  them,  and  yet  some  care  should 
be  taken  in  the  future  to  assure  their 
construction  in  as  good  form  as  when 
first  laid  down.  Parts  of  those  laid 
last  year  are  too  flat  and  too  muddy 
to  lie  entirely  satisfactory.  In  future 
contracts,  t'iJLrt  should  be  made  to 
avoid  this  error. 

At  least  us  much  money  should  be 
voted  f  *r  n»ud  constniction  as  before; 
more  if  the  ]«uhlic  will  support  the 
m  oemeut.  An  urnount  equal  to  that 
voted  wist  year  will  build  more  new 
roatfef  in  the  future  liecause  no  consid¬ 
erable  grading  is  likely  to  be  required, 
and  because  in  s**me  places  the  present 
roadways  can  lie  overt-ri  with  a  thin 
eo.iting  of  hard  stone  with  good  suc¬ 
cess.  Contributions  from  private 
s<  lurces  have  also  been  offered  to  induce 
the  exp«-nditure  of  small  amounts  of 
road  in-  AUey.  Gravel  can  l»e  used  with 
advantage  where  the  travel  is  light. 
The  money  appropriated  for  sidew  alks 
has  liecnAex)ieiMled.  Even  a  lar 
luuoiuit  could  have  been  used  if  avail 
able.  $2,000  is  hot  too  much  to  vote 
for  this  purpose.  Extensive  buildiuj 
may  make  a  larger  sum  desirable. 
The  lowering  of  the  roadway  m  Upper 
Broad’  Street  makes  changes  in  the 
side walks  iu  that  locality  both  desirable 
and  necessary.  Money  for  this  pur¬ 
pose  can  be  obtained  by  an  appropria¬ 
tion  of  say  $ol)0  in  sidewalk  district 
uumlier  ‘2.  Meetings  for'this  purpose 
are  usually  called  in  April.  Property 
owners  in  that  locality  would  do  well 
to  promptly  vote  the  money,  and  peti 
tion  for  its  use. 

.  Some  complaints  have  been  made 
against  the  gas  service.  At  times  the 
lights  have  burned  badly,  and  the 
hours  of  lighting  and  extinguish^] 

-  have  not  been  strictly  followed.  These 
faults  have,  however,  been  remedied, 
and  uj««»n  the  whole,  the  service  has 
lAeu  fairly  satisfactory.  Not  so  the 
price,  it  is  far  too  high.  Extensions 
of  the  pipe  lines  have  been  made  with 
commendable  promptness. 

The  Orange  Water  Company  have 
always  shown  themselves  ready  to  com¬ 
ply  with  any  reasonable  demand. 
Pipes  have. been  laid  as  asked  for;  and 
frequently  where  nothing  could  be  »e 
cured  from  the  township  through  the 
use  of  hydrants.  A  suit  against  the 
Company  by  the  Canal  Company  has 
thus  far  prevented  the  completion  of 
the  pipes  to  Montgomery.  As  this 
has  now  been  decided  in  favor  of  the 
Water  Company,  the  pipes  will  no 
doubt  Ik-  promptly  laid  in  the  Spring. 

The  $500 ‘Voted  for  police  purposes 
last  year  has  been  expended  in  em¬ 
ploying  sjiecial  constable^  to  keep  or 
tier  at  the  Ceutre  and  upon  the  avenue, 
Saturday  evening  and  throughout  Sun¬ 
day.  It  has  served  a  useful  purpose 
aud  should  be  continued.  Such  use 
of  the  money  is  more  economical  anil 
w  iser  than  the  employment  of  a  paid 
police  ^orce. 
j  During  the  year  the  Fire  Companies 
have  improve*!  aud  perfected  their  or¬ 
ganization.  In  addition,  the  Active 
Hose  Company  at  Watsessing  have 
secure*  1  a  new  building  for  their  use. 
The  Phu-nix  Hose  Company  and  the 
Excelsior  Hose  Company  have  each  se¬ 
cured  lots  upon  which  they  intend  to 
place'  houses  in  the  Spring.  When 
this  has  l>een  accomplished  each  of  the 
Companies  will  have  secured  comfort¬ 
able  quarters  and  a  new  element  of 
pennamency  iu  lire  matters  will  haye 
been  Obtained. 

Tlie  laying  out  of  the  public  grounds 
from  Belleville  avenge  to  New  street 
completes  Jhe  system  of  parks  along 
Broad  street  of  which  fehis  village 
should  be  proud.  It  is  a  question  still 
whether  a  narrow  road  way  along  the 
sidewalk  from*  Belleville  avenue  to 
New  street  is  not  desirable  for  the  ad 
jaceuf  property.  Certainly  this  park 
should  receive  the  same  care  as  the 
larger  onps  nearer  the  Centre.  Expert 
opinion  seems  to  indicate  that  the  de¬ 
structive  elm-beetle  cannot  be  cireum 
vented  by  bands  or  tin  contrivances 
about  the  trunks  of  the  trees.  Un^ler 
these  circumstances,  nothing  can  be 
done  except  to  hope  for  the  best 
Up»n  the  whole  the  township  has 
experienced  continued  growth  and  im¬ 
provement  during  the  year.  No  great 
changes  seem  to  be  required,  wisdom 


suggesting  oiotinuanoe  in  a  e*s*l 
|  cause  rather  than  new  devices  A 
system  <  f  sewage,  while  i*rv  desirable, 
would  for  the  present  prove  too  ex 
pensive  ami  burdensome  to  property 
holders. 

The  Township  Committee  are  to  be 
congratulated  upon  the  sati»/a<-turT 
state  of  the  finances  and  <rf  the  system 
of  public  works  under  their  control 
while  the  continuation  of  Isiilding 
gives  indication  of  the  new  spirit  of 
progress  which  has  taken  possession  <  A 
the  people.

ORIGIN  OF  "BEAVER  LAKE. 

To  L  gin  with,  the  lake  itself  is  a  lovely 
sheet  of  water,  hemmed  in 
obsidian  cliffs  on  one  side  and 
mountains  on  the  other.  Any 
an  eye  ■  an  see  there  never  w  a.-» 
as  Beaver  lake  in  existence  u 
aniniaK  themselves  went 
tlamnvd  the  lower  end  of  the  ctuiyon.  which 
brought  into  creation  that  cnanning  and 
lovely  sheet  of  water.  Dotting  the  lake  in 
hundreds  of  places  are  little  mounds,  conical 
and  oval  in  shai*\  rising  directly  nut  of  the 
water.  There  are  the  homes  «>f  the  families. 
They  consist  of  arched  and  interlocked  wil¬ 
lows,  plastered  thick  with  mud,  which  leaves 
a  covering  about  two  or  three  feet,  which  is  a 
sure  pr>  tection  against  the  cokl  ojr  t Lus  connate. 
The  entrances  are  all  under  water,  small 
crevices  being  left  to  give^tbe  iiecessary  air. 
In  chocsing  a  jiloce  for  a  hous*-  tjliey  build  far 
out  in  the  water,  away  from  laud  if  posdLle, 
for  there  they  are  safe  from  tli-ir  h*re*litary 
enemies,  hear,  the  im.ua,  the  gray  wolf 
and  th*  mountain  liou.  which  fairly  swarm 
throughout  the  park  in  counties!  numbers. 

The  L  avers  are  pretty  well  hipped  all  over 
Montana,  buL  like  all  the  other  Juiimals  f-.-rtB 
nature-  up  this  way,  they  ate  n 
surely  drifting  over  into  the 
National  park,  which  seems  to 
only  haven  of  safety  left  to  tfclm  in  all  the 
wide  north  weit.  There  they  arc  protected  by 
saving  laws.  Still  the  pot  hunt  •n  are  eve 
after  them,  and  unless  promptly*  checked  will 
destroy  the  remnant  of  w  il*l  pn.  fur  beunn;

Agreeable  Odor*  for  Ga*. 

The  fact  that  several  residents  of  Troy  were 
recently  killed  by  odorless  gas  has  aroused 
•  •  i  quiry  as  to  the  use  of  this  dangerous 
ag*-nt  It  seems  that  this  fuel  gas,  which  is 
manufactured  anJ  used  for  various  domestic 
purp<  -s  -s,  can  readily  lie  made  safe,  or  at  least 
practically  so,  by  giving  it  an  odor  which  will 
•i.  ibl.  -ustomers  to  detect  its  presence,  aud 
many  -  .atents  have  been  taken  out  to  accom¬ 
pli  h  ; 'us  result.  It  may  not  be  generally 
kii"u  .i  that  common  gas  may  easily  be  made 
-1-  ss,  but  that  the  odor  is  retained  as  a 
protection. 

This  subject  opens  some  curious  fields  of 
observation.  Seeing  that  it  is  feasible  thus 
to  impregnate  gas  with  an  odor,  why  does  not 
modem  enterprise  combine  use  and  delight 
by  ail  ipting  such  odors  shall  be  mast  agree¬ 
able  to  patrons?  Few,  for  instance,  like  the 
pit-sent  smt-lj  of  ga;j,  and  why  cannot  it  be  in¬ 
fused  henceforth  with  the  essence  of  niignon-
